NOTICE TO WATER 


TAKERS 


The Water Department is confrontc< 


with a very serious condition on ac 
count of tho excessive consumption o 
water due to tbe cold weather of tht 
past few days. 
At the present writing", every avail- 
able gaJlon of water is being: pumpet 
into tbe reservoirs from all the dif 
ferent sonrces of tho Department, am 
notwithstanding this, the reservoir i 
falling at the rate 
of one 
foot pe 


day, 
so that only 
about 
one day's 
supply remains in the reservoir. The 
only way to relieve this situation is 
to reduce the consumption within the 
capacity of the Department, and tha 
can be done only by tho water taJcers 
refraining- from letting- the water run 
to prevent freezing:. 
To prevent freez- 
i05 of meters and pipes, instead 
letting the water 
run, 
cover 
them 


with old newspapers, bagging: or some 
such material. 
In exceptional cases 


where it is necessary to let the water 
run, a small stream will suffice, just 
enough to keep the water in circula- 
tion. 


The prospect within the next two or 
three days is warmer weather, BO we 
appeal to the water takers to tak« ad- 
vantage of this and discontinue letting 
the water run. In case of a freeze-up 
of meter or service, 
the Department 
has men ready to relieve the trouble 
at any time day or night, by telephon- 
ing -1G7-R. We would prefer to do this 
rather than have the water takers let 
the water run. 


We are about to shut off all drink- 
ing fountains and horse troughs and 
are taking all possible steps to curtail 
waste, and, it is up to the water takers 
to co-operate with the Department and 
conserve the supply so as to obviate 
shutting off certain sections of the city 
which we do not wish to do, and will 
not be necessary if each one does h-ia 
part. 


The consumption has increased dur- 
ing tho severe cold spell from 6,500,000 
gallons per day to 11,600,000 Rations, 
an excess of 5.100,000 gallons.

ered themselves with glory jn their 
dashing defeat of the Austrian massed 
forces on Mt. Tomba in Italy. They 
captured more prisoners thau 
they 


had men engaged and left 560 men 
dead on the fleld while their loss was 
but 50 men. In this feat of anna, 
tho French have made a new record 
in the annals of war. Tho Austrians 
had not been meeting an enemy train- 
f6 In the modern art of war as are 
the 
French 
troops. This victory is 


significant as proving that the Teu- 
tonic drive in Italy has not only been 
stopped but will soon be driven back 
and overcome. 


THE GOVERNOR'S CRITICISM 
In his inaugural address Governor 


McCall pointed out a number of ques- 
tions with which the legislature will 
have to deal in the interests xi'C the 
people; but he very properly insisted 
that the main things is to support the 
government of the nation at war, to 
economize and conserve the resources 
of the state so as to be able to render 
the greatest service with a minimum 
disturbance to local industries. That 
everything else is to be subordinated 
to the necessities of war, is the gist, 
of the governor's message. Touching 
the question of peace, he claimed that 
it is better to consider a claim fraudu- 
lently made thaji to run the risk of 
ignoring' au honest 
proposition of 


peace. On this line, he threw out 
what is apparently a veiled criticism 
of President Wilson when he said: 


"vvnen onr adversary states partic- 
ular terms, when he puts himself in 
the way with us, our thoughts should 
take some definite shape in response 
and not phrase themselves in vague, 
even if noble generalizations, which, 
however much they may do honor to 
our moral lialure are for the purposes 
of the occasion wholly 
meaningless 
and negative and carry nothing from 
one nation to another. If 
an enemy 
fairly well tells us what he will give 
and it is too little, let us tell him what 
we will accept." 


If that criticism is directed 'at Presi- 


dent Wilson, we hold that it is unjust 
inasmuch as the central powers at no 
time made any definite statement of 
peace terms until their recent proposi- 
tion to Russia and already they have 
broken away from that. President 
Wilson has stated in the most plain 
and precise language what we are 
fighting for and on what conditions 
we shall make peace. 
There is no 


room for criticism on that point As an 
outline of policy to be followed in the 
future, the governor's advice is all 


perilous inasmuch as tho water there 
is thickly strewn wit.h mines. As tho 
German submarines can pass out and 
In it must bo within the range of 
possibility for otter submarines to do 
the same.

DESTROY U-BOAT BASES 


"While the U-boats keep on sinking 


the ships of the aBicd powers without 
any apparent diminution, there is as 
yet no effective means of preventing 
this loss of life and treasure. 


The American destroyers joined the 


British navy in combatting the sub- 
marines soon after our declaration of 
war in April and have since been do- 
ing good work along tho lines adopted 
for meeting this menace. But 
still 


there is little change in the weekly toll 
demanded by the. German submarines. 
If the allied fleets are sinking more, 
the Germans must be building more 
than formerly, in order to keep ahead 
of tho game. 


Last week there were 23 vessels 


sank, eighteen British merchant men 
of 1600 tons or over, together with 
three under 1600 tons. The record is

even if noble generalizations, which 
however much they may do honor t< 
our moral nature are for the purpose., 
of the occasion wholly 
meaningless 


and negative and carry nothing from 
one nation to another. If an enemy 
fairly well tells us what ha will give 
and it is too little, let us tell him what 
we will accept-" 


If that criticism is directed at Presi- 


dent Wilson, we hold that it is unjust 
inasmuch as the central powers at no 
time made any definite statement of 
peace terms until their recent proposi- 
tion to Russia and already they have 
broken away from 
that- President 


Wilson has stated in the most plain 
and precise language wh3± 
WB 
are 


Ugnting tor and on what conditions 
we shall make peace. 
There is no 


room for criticism, on that point. As an 
outline of policy to be followed in the 
future, the governor's' advice 
is 


right, and if he takes an unprejudiced 
view of President Wilson's utterances 
on the war, he will not find any justi- 
fication for this cynical criticism.
